Text of President's Peace Note As 


Delivered To Belligerent Nations 


The full .text of President Wilson's 
note to the belligerent nations is pre- 
sented here. The words in brackets 
show differentations in the note deliv- 
ered to the German government in 
Berlin from that presented~to ths Brit- 
ish government in X/ondon.

"The 'secretary of state to Ambassa- 
dor W..H. Page: (J. W; Gerard). 
"The President directs me to send 
you the following ^communication to 
be presented immediately t'o the min- 
ister of foreign affairs of the govern- 
ment to which you are accredited: 


"The President of the United States 
has instructed me to suggest to His 
Majesty's government .(the Imperial 
German government) a. course of ac- 
tion with regard to the present war 
which he hopes that the British gov- 
ernment will take under consideration 
as suggested in the most, friendly spir- 
it and as coming, not only from, a 
friend but also as coming from the 
representative of a neutral nation 
whose interests .have been most seri- 
ously affected by the war and whose 
concern for its early conclusion arises 
out of a manifest necessity to deter- 
mine how best to safeguard those in- 
terests if the war. is to continue. 
The suggestion which I am in- 
structed to make the President has 
had long in . mind to offer.

United States,

that Christmas should be a time of

cheer should be 'o£ a ser- 
ious kind, rather than, a mere inane 
merriment. 


Bur, do what we will to the tone of 


r.ho Christmas spirit, the holiday is 
(;oo old a one, and there is too much 


i ^iadition connected with its obgerv- 
^-ance to entirely do away with much 
that originated back in the days of 
old when there were but few thoughts 
o( abstinence, when Christmas meant 
long revels in the castle's great hall, 
when the success of a celebration de- 
pended upon the. degree of jubilant 
exaltation with

the 
guests 
greeted each new tetcture of the en- 
r.ertainment. 
With all this more riotous observ- 
ance of the holiday there was much 
in the old-time Christma.s that we dis- 
like to-see disappear; we cannot but 
hope that no matter what, customs 
drop away the 
beautiful 
spirit of 
liparth and home and love for all fel- 
lowmen that characterized the old- 
fashioned Christmas will ever be with 
us.Christmas has always meant 
the 
gathering of families; that was 
the 
one time of the year when all mem- 
bers tried to be together. Petty dif- 
ferences, anger, 
strife, Jealousy, all 
were forgotten in the spirit of good 
ill that pervaded the home. 
In the old days of the feudal lords, 
-Christmas was perhaps the most dem- 
ocratic of all times, L/ord and

and poor, haughty and 
humble were drawn together 
in a 
.spirit'of good fellowship; the 
castle 
was thrown open to all, and all took 
advantage of the

important part in pur own holiday; 
especially-in the schools' and church- 
es. 


The old English Christmas lasted' 
for several days, though it was con- 
sidered bad ,luck>' to decorate 
before 
Christmas Eve or remove any of the 
greens before Epiphany. 
On Christ- 
mas Eve the festivities 
began; 
a 
great yule log was dragged into 
the 
great! hall and rolled onto the huge 
hearth. 
This %vas 
lighted, 
always, 
with a piece of last year's "clog," 
treasured throughout the year 
with 
superj^rtious awe. All through 
the 
evening everyone made merry play- 
ing games, 
dancing, feasting, . and 
drinking. 
Then late 
at 
night the 
entire assemblage gathered 
in 
the 
/uddy glow of the fire and listened to 
tales of Old Father Christmas. 
On Christmas morning the 
boys 
and girls joined in the 
singing of 
Christmas carols. And then the din- 
ner! 
Christmas and feasting were 
synonymous.

groaned under the "'brawn and beef 


and' custard, 
nd therewithal the drank good Gas- 
con wine, 
With mead, and ale and'cider of our 
own.

America's first Christmas was but 
little like the ones in Old England, 
however; the hlidas set by the Eng- 
distasteful to the 
intolerance took 
Puritans, and this 
form in the forbidding of any public 
celebration in the early New England 
laws. They were 'deeply prejudiced 
against, the "wanton 
Bacchanalian 
Christmasses" which had ruled 
the

From a Pilgrim's diary comes the 
following description of the

American Christmas: "In 1620, Mon- 
day the 25, being Christmas day, we

night, some, as they were at worte, 
hea'rde a noyse 
of some 
Indians,, 
which caused us all to goe to our 
muskets,'but we heard no further, 30. 
we', came aboard agalne, 
and left 
some twentie to keep the court of 
guard."

few years -later the church o 
England established Christinas- se: 
vices in the Boston churches, and 
little later feasting and merry mak 
ing again became 'a recognized part 
of the Yuletide in certain sections 
Even now there are many of the ol 
customs that the Puritans killed tha 
have not yet crept back into our ob 
servance of the day, but no matte 
what the observance we can remem 
ber that 
"The 
wrong shall fail,

English Plum Pudding—One pound 
each currants and seedless raisins, 
one-half pound beef suet, four ounces 
mixed peel (orange and lemon),, erne 
pound granulated sugar, one table- 
spoon grated nutmeg, one tablespoon 
salt, two basins flour,, two good eggs, 
one pound carrots. 
First wash and 
dry the currants, then

In the enforcement of the Food and 


Drug Act during the last year, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture;! officials analyzed 29,833 samples 
of foods and drugs offered for inter- 
state shipment and for import. 
A 


physical examination was made of 
samples from 76,468 shipments offered 
for import. 
Of these foreign 
ship- 
ments, 6,353 were found to violate 1he 
law in some respects and -were either 
excluded from the country or admit- 
ted only after the importers had re- 
labeled them to comply with the law. 
Of the samples of domestic 'products 
analyzed 3,535, either because of the 
nature of the product or because the 
label on it did not 
tell the truth, 
were found to be .in violation of the 
federal law. 
In 1,364 cases the de- 
partment recommended to the Depart- 
ment of Justice that criminal prosecu- 
tion might be instituted against the 
manufacturers or tHat the goods be 
seized.

Service

Regulatory Announce- 
ments now in use, manufacturers are 
given due notice of the requirements 
and thus are enabled voluntarily to 
make their products conform to the 
law. 
In this way the government 
achieves its purpose, frequently with- 
'out entering into needless attd very 
expensive litigation. 
In the regulatory work, special 'em- 
phasis has been given to the control 
of drug products ,and foods liable to 
spoilage 
and 
pollution. 
These fre- 
quently constitute a serious menace 
to health. The food inspectors have 
been instructed 
to be 
particularly 
watchful for interstate shipments of 
bad eggs, milk, oysters, and spoiled 
canned goods, and false and fraudu- 
lently labeled medicines and spurious, 
synthetic drugs. 
Curbing Fraudulent Medicines. 
Attempts to counterfeit or adulter- 
ate imported drugs have been more 
common since the recent high price 
and scarcity of many of these pro- 
drcts encouraged their imitation. It 
is interesting to note that.of the 1,036 
cases terminated in the courts during 
the year, 198 were brought on ac- 
count of the false 
and 
fraudulent 
labeling of medicines. In all of these 
medical cases, save five, the courts 
found for the government, and this,, 
it is believed, has exercised an im- 
portant deterrent exect on the vend- 
ors of nostrums 
shipped 
from, one 
state to another. 
• 
The work.of "controlling the fraudu- 
lent labels of medicines and mineral 
waters has been greatly strengthened 
by ihe establishment of a separate 
office to deal with these matters. At 
the request of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture an officer of the United States 
Public Health Service has been de- 
tailed/to take charge of this work. 
Moreover, through the close co-opera- 
tion' established with the foods and 
drugs officials of many of the states, 
the department was able to direct the 
attention of the local authorities to 
the presence 
of 
spurious drugs in 
their states and, as a result, much of 
these fraudulent goods in the hands 
of local dealers and beyond the reach 
of the federal authorities were de- 
stroyed • by state and' municipal "offi- 
cers who, ;in many cases, prosecuted 
those responsible for the local traffic.

PROFESSORS 
GIVE SEVEN REASONS 


[•FECIA.I. TO TRB CAZCTTEl 


Madison, Wls., Dec. 21.—Why for- 
eign language' study is valuable In 
both high.schools and colleges is set 
'forth in seven 
reaBons in a bulletin 


now being 
published for the use of 
Wisconsin school principals, teachers, 
and boards, by a committee of profes- 
sors at the University of Wisconsin, 
who were appointed to report on the 
study of foreign languages in the high 
schools and universities.

The seven reasons are as follows: 
"1. The mental discipline supplied 
by foreign language study is-strict and 
varied 
The teacher is able to. assign 
perfectly definite 
lessons, 
and 
tae 


pupil knows exactly what he is to dp 
and how he is to do it. It necessi- 
tates close, constant, and 
orderly- 
thinking. 
It calls for the highest de- 
gree of concentration. It exercises the 
memory and power' of observation. It 
trains in habits of readiness, accuracy, 
and thoroughness for it enables the 
pupil to realize a harmonious develop- 
ment of the Judgment and imagma- 


"2 
As an 
aid in 
mastering the 
English tongue, it involves an ac- 


quisition of a grammatical mastery 
such as 
a student 
of English alone 
rarely possesses. 
Since English is a 
highly composite tongue; nearly two- 
thirde of its vocabulary, is of Latin a»d 
Romance origin, and it is intimately 
related with the Teutonic tongues, the 
student learns to make a more exact 
and discriminating uae of English. 


"3. Full understanding of English 
literature can only be obtained through 
a knowledge of foreign languages be- 
cause of the inter-relations of liter- 
ature of various countries. To depend 
upon translations 
is like depending 
upon another person's estimate of a 
fellow human being, rather than upon 
first-hand knowledge. 


"4. 
For the understanding of the 
evolution and history .of civilization, 
ofe of the chief purposes of education, 
a knowledge of foreign languages is 
the only 
key. .To 
understand the- 
American people today, an ability to 
study the 
views of the

with America's history, and their men- 
tal and moral concepts in their own 
languages is indispensible.

For. the cultivation of the sci- 
entific habit of mind and for the pur- 
suit of professional studies 
foreign 
language study Is indispensible. The 
results of European 
scholarship are 
immediately and fuliy accessible only 
to those who can read the European 
languages. The pursuit of 
advanced 


scholarship— professional, literary, or: 
scientific — is 
impossible-, without 
a. 
reading knowledge of at least two for- 
eign languages. 
"'6. In 
business, a 
knowledge at 
foreign languages is becoming more 
and more Indispensible, as business re- 
lations with other countries become 
more extensive. 
American firms are 
constantly handicappt^d because of in-: 
sufficiency of 
employes 
capable ol 


using other language than English. 
"7 
As an aid to citizenship, for- 
eign language study is most valuable. 
The United States never had a 'great- 
er need 
of understanding 
the lan- 
guage of 
European countries. The 
peace and progress of the world de- 
pend upon cosmopolitanism which IP 
firmly established on a solid founda- 
tion of real 'understanding and sym- 
pathy between nations. In no way cant 
this be -more effectively created than 
by the study of foreign languages.'

HOTEL NAMES HAVE CHANGED 


Passing of Old "American House" in 


Boston Recalls Long Part Period 


In American Life. 


The old American house, on Han- 


over street, which gives up the ghost 
after GC years of continuous service 
as a hotel, was the parent of a thou- 
sand American houses all over the 
country. The name itself was older 
than that! the building, still virtually 
intact, erected in 1831, had had a 
predecessor on tlie same spot, to which 
rlie name American House hnd been 
ijiven in 1835. 
In the years which 


were the high noon of the nineteenth 
century no new town was opened up 
In Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska or C«U- 
foruiu without its American house, 
called ufter our original. That wns 
the period of flamboyant, spread-eagle- 
ism which was satirlxed lu Dickens' 
.Martin Chuzzlewlt, aud of which Hon. 
Elijah Pogrntn was the shining exam- 
ple. English names for hotels, such 
is the Westminster, the Windsor, the 
Victoria, the Buckingham, and so on, 
weru then deciJedly at n discount. 
It wns the period which gave us such 
names us the Americcu, the United 
States, the Revere House, the Eagle 
Hotel. It followed the epoch of fan- 
tastic and picturesque old titles such 
as the Blue Bell, the Indian Queen, the 
lied Lion, the Green Dragon, the Blue 
Anchor and tho Bum'h of Grapes, all of 
which swung beftjre their doors.—Bos- 
ton Transcripr.
